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SCHOOL REPORT. 


The School Board would submit the following report for 
the year ending March 1, 1890: 


We feel that this has been a prosperous year for those 
who have attended school, but we find the same disposition 
on the part of many parents that we have referred to every 
year, namely: to encourage children in staying away from 
school. Such practice is inexcusable, and such parents rob 
their children of the greatest benefit and aid in life that it is 
possible for them to receive from human agencies.. Ignorance 
being the inevitable result of such management, the child will 
live to curse, and be a living reproach and shame to the 
parent. An honest effort has been made to improve and 
elevate the standard of our schools and some have been wise 
enough to co-operate with us, the benefit to their own children 
being their ample reward. 

Our example in the matter of school-books having been 
followed by a state law, compelling all towns in the state to 
adopt our method, we feel a sense of pride in having been 
pioneers in this beneficial movement, the wisdom of which is 
undisputed. ; 

The school at the Center, under the care of Miss Mary 
Wilkinson the first term, was in need of a good disciplinarian, 
as broadly hinted in our last report. Miss Wilkinson under- 
took the work with a determination to preserve order, in 
which determination she was not supported by all parents 
and therefore met with only partial success. She worked 
hard and left the school in better condition than she found 
it. Miss Sarah Smith finished the school year out with 
undoubted success, leaving the school in a much more pros- 
perous condition than she found it and having maintained 
order without offence to any as far as we know. 
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The school at Rowe’s Corner was taught throughout the 
year by Miss Ella Huntington with as reasonable a degree of 
success as could ‘be expected in this school, which is one of 
the worst in the matter of non-attendance, tardiness and dis- 
missions. ‘Those parents who write directions to the teacher 
to excuse their children from school at any time they may 
desire to be excused are working to themselves and their 
children incalculable injury. Such scholars. as attended regu- 
larly made good advancement and the school appeared orderly 
at each of our visits, with improvement noticeable at each call. 


The school in the Hoyt school-house was taught the first 
term by Miss Mabel Boswell of this town, who taught it one 
term last year. The school being small, no great display of tal- 
ent is possible at examinations but we should pronounce the 
school a success. Miss Anna L. George finished the school 
year in this school and although Miss George is young and 
this her first attempt at teaching, we could perceive advance- 
ment in the different classes. Good order was maintained. 


The school at the Junction was taught throughout the 
year by Miss Flora M. Tuck and was a very successful school, 
teacher and scholars working harmoniously for the welfare 
of the school, supported almost without exception by the 
parents. When such a system of co-operation can be-brought 
about wonderful results are sure to follow. The unfortunate 
and serious illness of the teacher, one week before the school 
was to close, prevented the final examination for the year but 
as we visited the school many times during the year, and 
always spent some time in examinations with very pleasing 
results, we do not hesitate to speak in unqualified praise of 
this school in all respects.

Hoping to see a renewed interest in the cause of educa- 
tion in this town, we again invite you to visit the schools often 
and encourage both teacher and scholar. 


We think some of our schools are too large for any 
teacher to manage and do justice to all in a mixed school such 
as we have: and something should be done towards grading 
them as soon as convenient.
